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war never reached even one half 
the volume during the recent war- 
time production. The war is over, 
and by no magic or synthetic 
scheme can the same number of 
jobs be maintained in peace as in 
war, and possibly not even at the 
same rate of wages. The politicians 
who endeavoured to mislead the 
electorate into thinking otherwise 


were simply “talking through their 
hat.” 


The real facts might as well 
be faced now as later. No manu- 
facturer, under peactime production 
—as in wartime production—is go- 
ing to manufacture until he knows 
what price the Government with its 
present controls, will fix for his pro- 
duct, and what his labor costs will 
be. If the difference shows a fair 
profit he can embark at once upon 
a program of all-out production 
which should be the order of the 
day in Canada for some years to 
come. The foregoing applies to all 
manufactured articles and particul- 
arly to automobiles, radios, and 
electrical appliances. Radio manu- 
facturers have been delayed for 
months—partially because of shor- 
tage of materials—but chiefly for 
the reason that the Government 
wishes them to produce radios to- 
day at the same price as prevailed 
im 1942, since which time the manu- 
facturers declare labor costs have 
increased considerably. If that be 
so, and they cannot make a rea- 
sonable profit it is improbable that 
they will begin to manufacture un- 
til the Government fixes what is 
considered to be a fair price for 
radios manufactured—not in 1942— 
but in 1945

The same holds good for auto- 


mobile production, Perhaps, it is 
unfortunate that labor should make 
increased demands at this critical 
period between the end of the war 
and reconversion. They may have 
been ill-advised to do so, Nobody 
can assert that they were not paid 
good wages during war-time pro- 
duction, Possibly if they sought to 
maintain instead of increase wages 
it might haye been a better wage 
policy, for manufacturers could then 
figure on the exact cost of peactime 
production of an article for a rea- 
sonable period in advance for they 
would then know the labor costs of 
production 

War-time wages have never 
been successfully maintained alter 
any war in the past, let alone in- 
creased. That may be a highly re- 
grettable fact, but it is neverthe- 
less true. The only means in virtue 
of which labor can be absorbed in 
peacetime to the greatest degree is 
a policy of full-time production in 
Canada in every line, for at least a 
reasonable period. 


How are the liberated nations to 
secure food (meat especially), 
clothing, shelter and all necessary 
goods through any surplus we may 
have unless such a policy as the 
foregoing ig embarked upon, not 
months or years hence, but nowl

Give the producers and manu- 
facturerers a chance, cut out all 
possible war-time controls, restric- 
tions and bueaucratic entangle- 
ments, give free enterprise in all its 
phases a* reasonably free hand for 
all-out production—for only in that 
way—and in that way only—can 
the maximum number of peacetime 
jobs be made available to labor at 
reasonable wages.

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CANADIAN MINING LAWS ARE 
NOT SUBJECT TO U.S. DICTATION 


Securities and Exchange Commission Can Legislate 
For U.S. Only. 


Generally regurded as the sanest 
and most authoritative mining pub- 
lication in Canada, the “Northern 
Miner” deals with the Securities & 
Exchange Commission of the United 
States from a viewpoint not fully 
realized either by the Canadian 
mining public or the average lay- 
man, While nobody wishes to toler- 
ate the sale and promotion of 
worthless stocks, the problem is nof 
quite so simple as might appear on 
the surface. People who choose to 
gamble need not be chagrined if 
they lose all, providing they have 
in mining parlance been given “a 
run for their money.” 

It is impossible to guard some 
investors against themselves, and 
all the laws in the world would not 
adequately protect them. If the On- 
tario mining laws are not adequate 
what constructive changes can be 
made to them? 

A campaign of abuse such as 
conducted by “The Toronto Star’ 
and many American papers simply 
deal in general terms, {ail to mar- 
shall any facts, and would seem 
to be part of a planned campaign 
as suggested by the “Northern 
Miner” in its editorial produced 


herewith:— 

fosoph E, Atkinson, president, 
Toronto Star Limited, may not know 
it, but it is a fact that if a copy 
of his paper circulates in the Unit- 


ed States advertise- 


ment of a promotion which has not 
been approved by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, Mr. At- 
kinson would have committed on 
act unlawful in the U.S. If, after 
committing this act, he should cross 
the border on a little pleasure trip 
to New York or Florida, he would 
be liable to arrest. If the Extradi- 
tion Treaty between Canada and 
the United States were changed as 
the S.E.C. wants it, Mr. Atkinson 
would not need to cross the border 
to subject himself to the dangers 
of arrest. U.S, policemen could 
come up to Toronto, go fo Mr, At- 
Kinson's office on King street, and 
there arrest him and carry him off 
to the United States. 

“The same goes for the publishers 
or editors of the Globe and Mail, 
The Financial Post, The Financial 
Times, or The Northern Miner, and 
it applies not just to mining pro- 
motions, but to offerings of sugar 
companies, utility companies, or 
Ontario Government bonds — any-

by the S.E.C. 

“We repeat, under present Ameri- 
can law, Canadian publishers can 
be arrested and charged in the U.S. 
for distributing in the United States 
a@ Canadian paper containing ad- 
vertisements of securities not regis- 
tered in the United States 

“And as for brokers, without the 
treaty they can be tried and con- 
victed in the United States for 
things which are not an offense in 
Canada. Under the treaty an ab- 
solutely innocent broker, the most 
respected, most venerable member 
of the Toronto Stock Exchange, 
could be yanked off to jail in any 
one of 48 states—some of which 
have very peculiar security laws — 
and held without bail for two 
months. 

“Ridiculous from the Canadian 
standpoint? Certainly. That is why 
Canadian citizens and the Canadian 
Government have declined to join 
with the American government in 
signing such a treaty. But the SEC 
wants the treaty—and it is suspect- 
ed that one of the motives behind 
its present drive against Canadian 
mining promotion is the forcing of 
the Canadian government's hand so 
that Canadian proposition may be 
made to register and pay American 
registration fees. 

“Wishing to ascertain the position 
of a Canadian newspaper circulat- 
ing in the United States and ac- 
cepting advertisements for Cana- 
dian bond debentures and stock of- 
ferings, The Northern Miner inquir- 


ed from the SEC and received tho 
reply which folows, This was some 
little time ago, but we uave never 
heard that the situation has chang- 


ed. The SEC declared: 
‘The proposed treaty doos not

mission before they are offered or 
sold or delivered through the mails 
or in interstate commerce or in com- 
merce between any foreign country 
ond the United States. The distribu- 
tion in the United States of copies 
of The Northern Miner containing 
advertisements or unregistered se- 
curities would constitute unlawful 
offerings by the advertisers of such 
securities. Likewise, The Northern 
Miner Press Limited and the respon- 
sible members of its staff, as pub- 
lisheres of The Northern Miner, 
would violate Section 5 of the Sec- 
urities Act in thus aiding the adver- 
tisers of unregistered securities in 
the United States. Whether or not 
the proposed treaty is ratified, 
copies of The Northern Miner should 
not be sent into the United States.” 

“Outside of some French Jan- 
guage newspapers, The Northern 
Miner has the largest’ Anierican 
subscriber circulation of any Can- 
adian publication. It is interested in 
the point of whether its policies are 
to be ordered by a foreign country. 
Other Canadian publishers have at 
least an academic interest in the 
question.” 


SANDLOT BALLPLAYER 
HURLS PERFECT GAME 


Toronto-Born Lad, Now With Phila- 
delphia Athletics Pitched No- 
Hit, No-Run Game Sunday. 


Toronto-born Dick Fowler, recently 
discharged from the Canadian Army 
pitched a no-hit, no-run game for 
the Philadelphia Athletics on Sun- 
day last to whip St. Louis 1-0. 
Fowler, weighing 210 pounds and 
standing well over 6 feet returned 
to the Athletics just 24 days ago 
alter serving three years in the 
Canadian Army. He climbed to the 
majors via Toronto Kiwanis Juyen- 
ile, Junior and Senior baseball. 
He turned pro with the To- 
ronto Maple Leafs and was pur- 
chased {rom them by the Philadel- 
phia Athletics of the American 
league. He was a big league team- 
mate of another great Canadian 
pitcher, Phil Marchildon of Pene- 
atng.
